‘New Haven, Conn., March 20.—[Spe- 
clal.J—Japan has played false with China 
as Germany has with Belgium,” declared 
Chen-hsu Henry Wang, the Chinese stu- 
dent, in his speech which won the Ten 
Eyok oratorical prize of the Yale junior 
clase last week. His speech follows: 

‘* Perhaps there is no other country that 
hes more reasons to maintain a strictly 
'meutral attitude toward the present war 
than China, She has no preference for 
the one side or the other. 

“"This attitude is but natural when we 
consider fact that ail the important 
powers now at war have wronged her on 
many <ccasions. She recalis vividly the 
forcing of opium on her by England, the 
seizure of Kiac-Chau by Germany, the 
territorial aggressions on the part of 
France and Russia. 

** But she is at the same time not for- 
getful of the many altruistic deeds which 
these nations that have wronged her 
have done to her. China is grateful for 
the efforts that have been made on their 
part to epread the Christian truths and 
Gisseminate the scientific knowledge 
among her people. : 

“She regrets deeply that these Chris- 
tian nations should now indulge in killing 
each other and laying waste the fruitsof 
civilization that have been accumulated 
for centuries. . 
'“ When the war broke out China's 
heart beat loud and her fervent hope was 
that the war would be limited in area and 
peace soom restored. But unfortunately 
the war instead of being limited in Europe 
was even extended to the far east through 
the intrusion of Japan. The entrance of 
Japan has given rise to a situation at 
once disastrous to the welfare of China 
and detrimental to the interests of other 
powers as well. e 

Questions Japan’s Sincerity. 

*‘ But Japan has declared in her ulti- 
matum that she joined the war in order 
to keep up her treaty relations with Eng- 
tand, to maintain the peace in the far east, 
| and to'return Kiac-Chau to China. 

“What a noble cause Japan has under- 
taken! Japan has always fought wars 
for others. She fought China because of 
her immeasurable love toward that neg- 
lected land, Corea, and she crowned her 
deed of benevolence by- annexing that 
land. ) 

‘As to the Anglo-Japanese alliance, con- 
sensus of opinion both held by the foreign 
and Chinese communities in the east is 
that she has stretched her treaty obliga- 
tions too far. There was nothing in the 
alliance that called for her action under 
the existing circumstances. The alliance 
provided that only in case a war be forced 
on one of the high contracting parties in 
defense of the territorial rights and spe- 
cia} interests referred to in the preamble 
of that treaty, the other party should 
come to its aid. 

“It is evident that Japan had no part in 
this war unless territorial rights, or spe- 
cial interests, either British or Japanese 
had been violated. But these had re- 
mained intact up to the sending of the 
Japanese ultimatum. There had been no 
attack made on the Japanese or British 
possessions or their special interests, 
namely, the peace im the regions of India 
and Asia. 

Criticises Japan’s Entry Into War. 

“Ags to the peace in the far east it 
would certainly have been better main- 
tained had Japan stayed out of the 
war. By her entrance a new belliger- 
ent was introduced into the scene and 
the Huropean conflagration was spread 
to the east. If Germany should be-| 
come victorious at. the end of this war, | 
another horrible war would be inevitable. 
Japan is simply sowing seed for future 
discord. The peace of the far east is not 
disturbed? at present, but will be in the 
future. 

“Japan has given a third reason for 
joining the war, namely to return Kiao- 
chow. If that was her purpose if she 
was sincere, it would be surely a much) 
more.simple method to have Germany | 
return that port to China at the start 
and would thus by one stroke have dis- 
missed all sorts of suspicions concerning 
her motives im the present war.

LONDON, Mareh 20.—Dispatches trom 
the far east report that two battalions of 
Japanese soldiers were landed at Tientsin 
on March 18 and that the war féeling in 
China is growing. Several thousand Chi- 
nese of Shanghai, principally shop keép- 
ers, on the same day demanded wer, aay- 
ing they would rather die on the battie-| 
fielda than be slaves to Japan. 

The Boconomist, m coffmenting on 
Japan’s position with reference to China 
as set forth in the United States andseome 
British newspapers, eays: “If they are 
authentic and if China has accepted any- 
thing like all the demands presented, the 
slience of the foreign office may shroud a 
very grave danger to businese interests. 
They constitute a most serious attack on 
the independence and integrity of Chima.” 


Fears for British Interests. 
The article continues that the demands 
of Japan for railroads and mining rights 
in the Yangtse river basin is likely to 
affect British-interests most s¢riously. It 
declared that Japan should pursdte the 
open door policy and congratulates the 
country that this seems to be the view of 
the Washington government. 

The Nation editorially declares that 
Japan's demands, if accepted, constitute 
the exercise practically of a suzérainty.

U.S. Commercial Attache, 
Back from Petrograd, Urges 
Some Credit System.

Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Commercial Attaché Henry. D 
Baker of the department of commerce, 
who has recently returned from Petro- 
grad suggested tonight a solution of the 
difficulties encountered by 
American manufacturers in arranging 
for payment for their goods sold in Rus- 
sin and remittance of the proceeds of 
such sales to the United States. 

Admitting that it would be impossible 
for firms to arrange individually the 
difficulties connected with Russian ex- 
ohange at the present time, Mr. Baker 
suggested a codperative plan to assist the 
empart business. 

* For instance,’ said Mr. . Beker, “= 
might be possible to arrange ea lcam in 
New York to responsible Russian im- 
porters or to Russian banke guarantec- 
ing their accounts so that payment for 
goods purchased could be made in this 
country direct. 

Cluaance for Collection System. 

“Or it might be possible to work out a 
general scheme for the collection of ac- 
counts in Russia or for giving credit there 
in euch instances as might s¢em justified 
ané for loaning to customers or to banks 
or to other responeible interests in Rus- 
sia which might desire to borrow money 
the cagh proceeds of all salee pending the 
period of the war. 

“If the cash resulting from sales were 
to be temporarily held in the country, 
drawing good interest all the time and 
properly secured, it would seem better 
thet some such an arrangement should 
be worked out than that-businees should 
stop.” 


RAPS COMMERCIAL SPIRIT. 

When the citizen of the United States 
goes down to South America on business 
ne goes in the spirit of the commercial 
traveler, Samuel Alschuler told the mem- 
bere of the Iroquois club at a luncheon 
yesterdey. The European, on the other 
hand, he said, is perfectly willing to take 
up @ permanent foreign residence, and 
for that reason among others European 
raanufacturers have a great advantage 
cver those of the United States.

During the 
ten years Dr. Slye has performed 10,000 
autopsies and found among them 600 
cases of spontaneous cancer. 

“The cancer structures of mice are 
almost identical with those in man.”’ 
said Dr. Siye. “ Any facts which apply 
to the disease in these animale will. ap- 
ply to the same disease in man. And in 
mice there are certain strains which pro- 
duce from 75 to 100 per cent of cancer 
spontaneously, just as there are certain 
races of human beings who havea darkly 
pigmented skin. - 

“And more than that—the transmis- 
sion of the cancer follows the laws gov- 
erning hereditary transmiasion as surely | +¢ 
as does the inheritance of colors in the 
flowers from which those laws were first | 
formulated.’’ 

Dr. Slye believes that if persons af- 
flicted with cancer are not permitted to 
marry the disease will become extinct in 
time.

Second avenue and landed, three 
years ago in Martin’s uptown café as a 
cabaret entertainer from Paris, has there 
been such excitement in our dance and 
dining room midst as there is at pres- 
ent.

Theater prices in New York are un- 
questicnably down. Whether only fora 
season or {cr all time deponent cannot 
induce any cne to say. 

Of thirty o¢d Broadway attractions in 
the theatcrs, twenty of them accepted 
“suce+sses in the popular sense, not to cx- 
cead ten are playing at the regular bex 
oifies iariff of $2a seat. Twenty odd are 
either keivg sold to the public at half 
tates. the sele being consummated at the 
p LOX cfice tLrough the medium of cut rate 
tickets seni through the mails or handled 
by the cut rate ticket brokers at $1.25 for 
$2 seats. 

For the first time within the memcry 
ef present cay managers the cut rrie 
ticket is the rule rather than the exc »p- 
tion. It Ilewge has been a practice here- 
abouts to bolster any play that seemed 
tw have a chance of success by seiling 
tickets to the cheaper brokers at nalf 
orice jeit.itting them to add the extra 
quarter as their commission. Frequent y 
these same brokers have speculated ‘n 
biccks of $2 seats bought at 75 cents and 
sold them for what they could get. 

But not until this season have such in- 
stances averaged more than one in ten, in 
proportion to the number of plays pro- 
duced. And then the cut rate conspiracy 
has been carried on surreptitiously. Now 
it seems to be practically an approved 
method of graduating the price of the- 
atrical entertainment. 


In the first, or speculator, class are the 
musical revues and the few dramatic hits. 
These bring the speculators’ prices of 
$2.5 to $3 for the choice seats and the 
regular tariff of $2 for the others. 


In the second class are the plays that, 
normally, would be placed in the specula- 
tive class, but owng to the unexpected 
wave of economy sweeping the country 
are now only fairly popular with plenty 
of seats at box office rates. 


In the third class are the successes that 
waver for four or five weeks. For them 
bunches of seats are turned over to the 
cut rate brokers and sold at the $1.25 
rate until the tide turns one way or the 
other. If the demand for seats increases 
the cut rate broker is given no more seats. 
If the play seems likely to fail the half 
rate scheme, “‘this ticket and $1 will 
entitle you to one $2 seat,” is resorted to. 


This admitted condition (Managers 
Marc Klaw and William A. Brady have 
been arguing for and against the cut rate 
ticket in numerous “letters to the ed- 
itor’ for some weeks now) is rather im- 
portant. To many observant theatrical 
authorities it fixes for some time to come 
a gradea schedule of prices for theatrical 
entertainment. Hereafter, these men in- 
sfst, only the very best plays will be able 
to get top prices, but by the same token 
many good plays that could not otherwise 
stand competition in New York will be 
able to stay on Broadway until their 
worth, in the estimation of the public, is 
definitely fixed. 

Even as conservative play producers 
as the Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger have 
felt the call of the revue, and have offered 
“Fads and Fancies"’ as their contribu- 
tion to the list that now includes “ Chin- 
Chin,”” ‘‘Watch Your Step,” “ Hello, 
Broadiway,’’ and ‘‘ Maid in America,” 
with another “ Follies’’ and another 
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“ Passing Show " in course of construc- 
tion for the summer. 

“Fads and Fancies” is not the bright- 
est of the lot; but it is as expensively 
staged as any of them, and includes the 
names of enough well known players to 
stock a White Rats benefit. The fun 
finds its most popular expression in an 
auiomobile burletta, in which Conroy 
and Lemaire, the life ineurance come- 
dians of varieties, try to tour the stage 
in a Ford c f other days. It isa low 
comedy car of great possibilities, and 
suggests that it may have been built dur- 
ing the early days of Mr. Ford's experi- 
ments with convict labor. It is Mr. Con- 
roy, we believe, who inquires of Mr. Le- 
maire, who is under the car in search 
of trouble, if it is his intention to “ milk 
it." A jest that has thrown Broadway 
into severe spasms of laughter. 

As a finalé for the first act Julian 
Mitchell, who has been training choruses 
a long time, introduces a new note in 
illustrative evolutions. The theme is a 
“hunt ball." The men wear the red 
coats of English huntsmen, the girls rep- 
resent blue and white rabbits (perhaps 
they were squirrels to a naturalist), and 
there is a lady fox or two to give point to 
the chase The macscffects of red, white. 
and blue following the general scamper 
are striking, but it is the spirit of the 
chase itself that excites the audience to 
much applause. 

The most popular number is one in 
which Miss Madge Lessing, singing an 
optimistic ballad inspired by war sym- 
pathy and called “ We'll Take Care of 
You Here,” introduces a chorus of nine 
children, the oldest not over 5, dressed in 
the native costumes of the countries at 
war.

TRAINED SCOUT’S CHANCE. 
OY SCOUTS meet opportunity for 

their most effective service in 
B times of accident and disaster—as 


is well shown in the European 
war, where boys are going into 


heroes in the service of the Red Cross 


organizations. 

. It is hence of importance to every Boy 
Scout that he learn as early es possible 
the prineiples of first aid to the injured 
and life saving. Every time a man falis 
Hurt in the strwet a big crowd of helpless 
men and women stand about looking on, 
waiting for the ambulance surgeon. The 
trained Boy Scout finds in just such hap- 
penings his opportunity to do a real good 
turn. Efficient first aid may save a life; 
surely it will save suffering. 

Frequently in circumstances of acci- 
dent it is necessary to improvise a stretch- 
er to carry the injured. Any severely in- 
jured perton is best carried that way it 
conditions will permit. , 

The scout manual describes an ingeni- 
ously improvised stretcher which requires 


only two coats and a pair of straight 


sticks or scout etaffs. The. sleeves of 
the coats are turned, then placed on the 
ground coat taii to coat tai] and the staffs 
pushed through the sleeves. When the 
coats are buttoned a fairly effective 
stretcher is completed. The injured per- 
gon can be put on the coats and lifted 
readily by two persons grasping the staff 
ends. | 

The bearers of the stretcher should not 
keep step. By breaking step the car- 
riers'transmit Jess movement to the 
stretcher and save pain for the injured 
person.

Adjusting Tire Chains. 
HIS is the time of the year when 
motorists most frequently are called 
upon to handle their chains. Un- 
der the best conditions this usually 
is an odious task. Chains eliways 
stould be yest tear gaat 


_ sack provided. 


Placing the chains in the sack te an un- 
pleasant task as they usually are covered 
with mud. A good method is to grasp 
them with the thumb and forefinger only 
and hang the chains to a protruding part 
of the car. Then slip the bag over the 
chain from underneath, thus avoiding 
hendling. If the top is down it is possible 
to use the top iron on the front seat for 
the purpose. Usually, however, at this 
time of the year when one needs chains 
the top is up. 

Now is the time to place graphite, 
grease, or some other lubricant between 
the spring leaves of your car. The own- 
er may save money and time if he does 
this simple work himself instead of gend- 
ing his car to a garage. 

A simple method is lilustrated in figure 


i. It consiste of placing a flat bar of 
mteel under the frame just back of the * 
spring horns, and by placing a jack un-- 


Ger the bar the front end may be lifted, 
felieving the springs of the weight. A

Uses of Acorne.
